DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed 3/1 9/09 lias been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 3-5, filed 3/19/09, with respect to claim 22 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 22 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 22 is allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose a system for detecting a barrel of a weapon in a container, the system 
comprising: a CT scanner; and a detection processor in communication with the host 
processor and operative to: reconstruct slice data; analyze the slice data to determine if 
at least one of a hollow circular shape and an oval shape of a known diameter exists, 
the shape being surrounded by metal or dense plastic; if the shape does not exist, then 
determine if the detection processor has analyzed the last slice for the container; if the 
detection processor has not analyzed the last slice for the container, then analyzing the 
next slice to determine if at least one of a hollow circular shape and an oval shape of a 
known diameter exists, the shape being surrounded by metal or dense plastic; and if the 
detection processor has analyzed the last slice for the container, then determining that 
no weapon was found in the container.
